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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 31-35 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the 
new access router, i.e. the second access router, acting as a 
proxy for the previous access router, i.e. the first access 
router) is not clearly recited in the rejected claims. Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a guotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 



4. Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Trossen (2004/0018841) . 



Trossen discloses a method for managing mobility of a 
wireless station (STA) , the STA capable of functioning in a 
network of Extended Service Sets (ESS) including a first ESS 
having a first Access Router (AR-1) and a second ESS having a 
second Access Router (AR-2) (paragraph 0005 recite the access 
points for providing mobile users with wireless access to 
external networks, hosts, or services offered by specific 
service providers when the users move clearly anticipate the 
method for managing mobility of a wireless station) comprising: 

the AR-2 authenticating and authorizing the STA (paragraph 
0046 recites and Figs. 1-2 show the second or next access router 
AR3 executing pro-active procedure of reservation, 
initialization, authentication, and contacting communication 
entities in preparation of expected handover) ;

the AR-2 notifying the AR-1 of the authentication of the 
STA based upon a home address of the STA in the first ESS and a 
care-of -address of the STA in the second ESS received from the 
STA, wherein the STA has an active session with the first ESS; 
the AR-2 receiving rerouted traffic from the AR-1 in response to 
the notification to the AR-1 and a Mobile Internet Protocol 
(MIP) handoff procedure initiated by the AR-1 (paragraph 0032 
recite the use of the home address and care-of -address of the 
mobile node whereby the point of attachment being defined with 
the IP address wherein incoming datagrams destined to the mobile 
node are encapsulated and sent from the home network to the 
care-of -address of the mobile node and paragraphs 0058 and 0052 
which recite the next access router, i.e. AR2 or AR3, notifying 
the current access router, i.e. AR1, including the proxy server 
function being implemented in the network element, e.g. AR3 as 
shown in Figs. 5-6, clearly anticipate the AR-2 notifying the 
AR-1 and rerouting traffic from AR-1 to AR-2 as claimed) ; and 

the AR-2 restoring the active session to the STA (paragraph 
0007 recite providing wireless access using IP including 
handover of a mobile node to a new access router with minimal 
disruption to the IP connectivity, i.e. seamlessly). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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5. Claims 32-35 would be allowable if rewritten to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Meier et al . disclose 802.11 using a compressed re-association 
exchange to facilitate fast handoff.
